by its adm inistration we are able to 
get rid of the germ and leave the 
body intact. It is a kind of chem i- 
I cal surgery. 
Dyes whoch have been 
used along the same lines include 
mercurochrome and gentian vio’ei 
None of them, however, has the ad ­ 
vantages of sulfapyridine 
Given By Mouth 
In the first place, sulfapyridine 
can’

mercurochrome has to be given by 
| vein. It kills an enormous range of 
germs. It has been used success­ 
fully 
in 
pneumonia, 
meningitis, 
scarlet fever, mumps kidney infec­ 
tion, 
bacterial 
endocarditis, 
iritis, 
congenital blindness, and. 
indeed, 
is being applied to practically any 
general infection 
I have not seen any report of its 
application 
to localized 
infection 
such as carbuncles or troi s, 
or os­ 
teomyelitis but I suggest this as a 
possible development. 
With the use of sulfapyridine. the 
fall of tem perature to normal with­ 
in 24 to 36 hours occurs in a large 
proportion of pneumonia ca-es.
